Council 


In  a  special  ceremony  recently  held  in  the  White  House,  the  new  members  of  the 
President's  Export  Council  (PEO  were  sworn  in  by  Vice  President  Mondale  and, 
afterwards,  officially  greeted  by  President  Carter.  This  new  advisory  panel  will 
develop  recommendations  on  ways  to  expand  U.S.  exports, 

An  initial  organizational  session  was  held  at  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  during 
which  Frank  Weil,  Assistant  Secretary  for  Industry  and  Trade,  spoke  on  current  U.S. 
export  policy,  and  Ambassador  Alan  Wolff,  Deputy  Special  Trade  Representative, 
reviewed  the  Multilateral  Trade  Negotiations. 

The  functions  of  PEC,  as  set  out  in  the  Executive  Order  establishing  the  Council,  will 
be: 

•  To  serve  as  a  national  advisory  body  on  U.S.  export  trade,  offering  advice  on 
implementing  the  President's  September  1978  National  Export  Policy. 

•  To  survey  and  evaluate  the  export  expansion  activities  of  the  communities 
represented  by  its  membership.  The  Council  will  identify  specific  problems 
facing  these  groups  and  suggest  specific  solutions. 

•  To  provide  a  forum  for  these  communities  on  issues  and  problems  in  the  export 
expansion  field.  PEC  is  expected  to  encourage  these  groups  to  enter  new 
foreign  markets  and  expand  existing  export  programs. 

•  To  provide  advice  on  government  plans  and  actions  that  affect  export 
expansion  policies. 

Chaired  by  Reginald  Jones,  Board  Chairman  and  chief  executive  officer  of  General 
Electric,  PEC  includes  40  members  —  7  from  the  Executive  branch  of  government.  6 
from  Congress,  and  27  private  sector  members  representing  business,  labor. 
agriculture,        and        consumers.         PEC's        Vice        Chairman        is        Paul        Hall 


the  President  of  the  Seafarers 
International  Union  of  North  America. 
The  Executive  Director  is  Assistant 
Secretary  Frank  Weil. 

The  Council's  broad-based  membership 
distinguishes  it  from  its  predecessor 
Council,  which  included  only  members 
of  the  business  community.  The  new 
panel  is  expected  to  reflect  a  national, 
rather  than  just  a  business  consensus 
in  its  policy  positions. 

The  Council  itself  will  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year.  Between  its  semi-annual 
meetings,  a  special  Executive 
Committee  will  study  issues  and 
develop  positions  for  consideration. 
PEC  voted  to  authorize  Chairman 
Jones  and  Secretary  of  Commerce 
Juanita  Kreps  to  establish  the 
committee,  which  will  consist  of  a 
maximum  of  twelve  members  and  will 
meet  every  second  month.

Reports  On 
China  Trip 


One  of  the  most  exciting  developments  in 
current  international  trade  has  been  the 
establishment  of  good  diplomatic  and 
commercial  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  the  People's  Republic  of  China. 
After  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  U.S. 
business  is  again  able  to  trade  with  this  giant 
foreign  market,  a  country  representing  a 
fourth  of  the  world's  population. 

An  important  step  toward  normalizing 
U.S./Chinese  relations  was  taken  in  May  of 
this  year  when  Juanita  Kreps,  the  U.S. 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  visited  the  People's 
Republic  and  signed  several  commercial 
agreements  with  far-reaching  consequences 
for    both    countries. 


We  have  just  concluded  a  fascinating  and  quite 
hectic  ten-day  trip  to  the  People's  Republic  of 
China.  What  I  shall  attempt  to  do  here  is  to 
mention  the  specific  issues  dealt  with  during  our  visit  and 
to  share  a  few  of  our  many  impressions. 

One  is  first  of  all  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the 
Chinese  Government  has  apparently  been  successful  in 
establishing  a  degree  of  political  and  social  control  proba- 
bly unequalled  in  China's  long  history.  The  society  is 
orderly.  No  problems  of  crime  are  apparent,  and  a  foreign 
visitor  is  permitted  to  mingle  freely  with  the  people  and 
wander  about  the  cities.  In  addition,  the  government  ap- 
pears to  have  provided  a  basic  subsistence  level  existence 
for  its  almost  one  billion  citizens,  which  I  think  we  have 
to  admire. 

In  addition,  government  officials  now  seem  quite  confi- 
dent of  their  ability  to  continue  these  significant  achieve- 
ments, and  are  concentrating  their  attention  on  taking  the 
actions  required  to  achieve  the  four  modernizations:  heavy 
industry,  agriculture,  consumer  goods,  and  the  military 
requisites.  As  I  shall  discuss,  however,  Chinese  priorities 
have  undergone  some  reassessment. 


As  for  what  we  accomplished: 

We  had  several  items  on  our  agenda. 

•  First  was  the  question  of  claims  and  assets.  You  will 
recall  that  when  Vice  Premier  Deng  met  with  President 
Carter  in  Washington  they  agreed  that  a  settlement  of  the 
claims-assets  issue  would  be  the  first  step  in  our  efforts 
to  build  an  economic  relationship.  In  February  Secretary 
Blumenthal  traveled  to  China  and  successfully  negotiated 
a  claims-assets  agreement.  The   morning  before  we  left 


Beijing  I  was  able  to  sign  the  agreement  that  finally  re- 
solved that  issue.  This  removes  the  principal  impediment 
to  direct  shipping,  air  links,  and  full  banking  relationships. 

•  Second,  we  signed  four  scientific  agreements  with  the 
Chinese  for  direct  cooperation  exchanges  in  the  fields  of 
meteorology,  oceans  and  fisheries  research,  measurement 
and  standards,  and  technical  information.  A  memorable 
point  in  our  Beijing  visit  was  the  launching,  together  with 
our  Chinese  hosts  and  some  beautiful  Chinese  children, 
of  two  weather  balloons  carrying  modern  sensor  instru- 
ments to  provide  sophisticated  weather  data  from  the 
upper  atmosphere.  These  data  will  better  enable  us  to 
predict  weather  developments  for  the  world's  civil  avia- 
tion and  shipping. 

•  Third,  while  still  in  Beijing.  I  also  signed  an  agree- 
ment providing  for  the  exchange  of  exhibits  between  our 
two  countries.  This  pact  will  enable  American  commercial 
exhibits  to  take  place  in  the  People's  Republic  and  for  the 
Chinese  to  exhibit  in  the  United  States. 

•  Fourth,  during  my  visit,  the  Director  of  Civil  Aviation 
and  I  agreed  to  request  that  the  appropriate  agencies  in 
our  two  countries  begin  formal  negotiations  on  an  avia- 
tion agreement.  We  further  agreed  that  negotiations  should 
commence  soon,  and  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
Assuming  these  talks  proceed,  it  should  not  be  long  before 
we  see  scheduled  American  wide-bodied  jets  landing  in 
Beijing,  and  Chinese  747's  landing  at  major  IS.  airports 

•  Fifth,  we  dealt  with  another  important  aspect  of  our 
trade  relationship:  maritime  cooperation.  Here  we  also 
initiated  discussions  and  exchanged  draft  agreements  with 
the  Chinese.  In  a  few  weeks,  negotiations  will  resume 
toward  an  agreement  which  will  lead  to  regular  calls  b\ 
American  ships  in  Canton.  Shanghai,  and  other  Chinese 
ports,  and  calls  by  Chinese  vessels  at  American  ports 


•  Sixth,  in  conjunction  with  a  U.S.  company.  Informa- 
tion Handling  Services,  we  presented  a  microfilm  catalog 
system  to  the  President  of  the  China  Council  for  the  Pro- 
motion of  International  Trade.  The  system  provided  the 
Chinese  with  immediate  access  to  detailed  specifications 
for  over  ten  million  American  products. 

•  Finally,  and  most  important,  I  was  able  to  initial  a 
trade  agreement  between  our  two  governments.  This 
trade  agreement  lays  the  legal  basis  for  normal  commer- 
cial relations.  It  provides  for  patent  and  copyright  pro- 
tection, business  facilitation,  settlement  of  commercial 
disputes  and  for  trade  promotion  efforts  by  our  govern- 
ments. It  extends  Most-Favored-Nation  treatment  to  the 
People's  Republic  of  China. 

I  am  proud  of  these  accomplishments.  At  the  same 
time,  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  distance  that  we  have 
still  to  go.  Our  trade  relations  with  the  People's  Republic 
of  China  are  just  beginning.  The  United  States  lags  far 
behind  some  of  our  Western  friends  in  normalizing  rela- 
tions, and  notwithstanding  the  excitement  of  the  moment, 
the  growth  in  U.S.-China  trade  will  be  gradual  and  per- 
haps at  a  lower  rate  than  some  of  the  popular  projections. 

Nonetheless,  the  opening  China  market  is  vast,  and  we 
shall  want  a  larger  share  of  that  market.  The  agreements 
we  concluded  or  advanced  on  this  trip  will  greatly  assist 
in  that  objective. 

Also  important  to  U.S.  firms  will  be  a  clear  and  current 
understanding  of  China's  economic  plans,  and  modifica- 
tions to  those  plans.  During  our  discussions  with  Vice 
Premier  Deng  and  others,  a  recurrent  theme  was  China's 
need  to  readjust  its  economic  planning.  In  my  own  judg- 
ment, it  is  inaccurate  to  describe  what  is  now  going  on  in 
China  as  "retrenchment." 

The  Chinese  take  pains  to  point  out  that  no  reversal 
of  the  tide  of  modernization  has  been  set  in  motion. 
Rather,  there  has  occurred  a  necessary  process  of  setting 
priorities.  This  reordering  of  priorities  suggests  that  "re- 
adjustment" is  the  appropriate  characterization. 

Our  impressions  are  that  there  will  be  some  realloca- 
tion of  investment  away  from  heavy  industry  to  agricul- 
ture and  to  light  industry.  Some  capital-intensive  projects 
such  as  new  steel  plants  may  be  deferred,  while  petroleum 
projects — with  their  promise  of  substantial  revenue  poten- 
tial— will  retain  their  current  priority  status.  It  should 
come  as  no  surprise  that  the  Chinese  must  place  their 
relatively  scarce  resources  where  the  return  on  investment 
will  be  the  quickest,  and  still  in  accord  with  overall  plan 
objectives. 

Other  priorities  are  designed  to  eliminate  structural 
problems.  On  several  occasions  we  were  told  of  bottle- 
necks in  the  economy.  Chief  among  these  are  electric 
power  and  transportation. 


Also  impeding  development  is  a  shortage  of  technical 
and  management  personnel.  Five  management  experts  who 
were  part  of  our  mission  were  repeatedly  advised  of  this 
constraint  during  their  consultations. 

Vice  Premier  Deng  did  emphasize,  however,  that  re- 
adjustment will  not  affect  the  large-scale  import  of  foreign 
technology  and  investment  into  China. 

We  had  several  discussions  on  the  question  of  how 
China  would  pay  for  its  projects.  It  obviously  cannot  pay 
cash  for  all  of  its  imports.  China  will  certainly  use  com- 
mercial credit,  although  it  can  be  expected  to  act  prudently 
to  preserve  its  credit-worthiness.  The  Chinese  also  dis- 
cussed compensatory  trade  as  a  means  of  offsetting  capital 
outlays.  That  message  seems  clear.  Firms  which  approach 
China  with  projects  that  include  production  sharing,  buy- 
backs,  or  other  forms  of  payment  in  kind  may  have  a 
competitive  advantage. 

An  issue  of  enormous  importance  for  the  PRC  has 
to  do  with  the  allocation  of  resources  in  the  Chinese 
economy.  In  the  United  States,  the  Federal  Government 
allocates  about  21  percent  of  our  GNP.  The  remainder  is 
handled  through  the  marketplace.  With  OMB  and  the 
Congressional  budget  process,  we  have  a  fairly  sophis- 
ticated process  that  guides  governmental  economic  de- 
cision-making; even  so,  the  system  is  subject  to  margins 
of  error  and  imbalances.  By  contrast,  the  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment is  wrestling  with  China's  total  income.  And  they 
are  doing  so  without  an  OMB-type  mechanism.  Given 
their  limited  budgetary  controls  and  their  degree  of  cen- 
tralization, the  Chinese  are  likely  to  have  great  difficulty 
in  maintaining  balance  among  sectors  of  the  economy; 
in  implementing  national  priorities;  in  moving  systemati- 
cally toward  their  modernizations. 


There  are  two  alternative  approaches: 

The  first  would  be  to  move  some  substantial  portion  of 
economic  decision-making  away  from  the  government. 
The  second  possibility  could  be  to  build  an  extremely 
sophisticated  central  planning  system,  with  significant  con- 
trol powers  and  incentives.  In  discussions  with  our  man- 
agement experts,  the  Chinese  indicated  some  wish  to  move 
in  the  former  direction. 

These  are  but  a  few  impressions  based  on  our  quick 
glimpse  of  a  country  that  has  launched  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  undertakings  of  modern  time.  Observing  their 
efforts  would  be  fascinating  in  any  event;  it  will  be  more 
so  as  a  result  of  developments  of  the  past  six  months, 
for  it  now  appears  that  this  process  is  one  in  which  the 
United  States  will  be  substantially  involved. 

I  am  glad  to  be  a  part  of  this  growing  involvement.

WINTER  OLYMPICS  WELCOME  FOREIGN  VISITORS  —  Foreign  visitors  to  the  U.S. 
will  be  offered  an  extra  attraction  in  1980  —  the  Winter  Olympic  Games  at  Lake 
Placid,  New  York.  Facilities  are  already  under  construction  for  the  ice  hockey,  ski 
jumps,  high-speed  skating,  and  other  events  scheduled  for  the  games,  as  well  as  for 
bleachers  and  buildings  to  accommodate  the  expected  crowds.  The  U.S.  Government 
has  provided  some  $68  million  to  assure  that  the  site  is  ready  in  time.

WHEN  LIGHTNING  STRIKES  —  Commerce's  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric 
Administration  (NOAA)  points  out  that  lightning  striking  an  enclosed  car  usually 
travels  along  the  outer  metal  skin  of  the  vehicle  and  into  the  ground,  completely 
bypassing  the  occupants.  For  this  reason,  an  automobile  is  probably  one  of  the  safest 
places  to  be  during  a  thunderstorm.  However,  if  an  enclosed  vehicle  or  building  is  not 
available,  individuals  should  avoid  contact  with  metal  or  water  whenever  lightning 
occurs.  It  is  also  wise  to  stay  clear  of  any  open  areas  and,  in  wooded  terrain,  to  seek  a 
low  area  where  there  are  only  small  trees.

HELP  IN  WEATHER  FORECASTING  COMES  FROM  THE  SUN  —  New  "Weather  Maps" 
for  the  surface  of  the  sun  may  help  scientists  to  study  patterns  of  change  in  the  solar 
atmosphere  and  improve  forecasting  of  sunspots  and  other  disturbances  which  affect 
the  earth  and  the  rest  of  the  solar  system.  According  to  a  National  Oceanic  and 
Atmospheric  Administration  (NOAA)  scientist,  the  maps  reveal  the  general  circulation 
of  the  sun's  gases  and  the  relationship  of  this  circulation  to  solar  disturbances  that 
produce  dangerous  radiation,  block  radio  waves,  and  disturb  power  and  telephone  lines 
on  Earth.  Interestingly,  these  solar  maps  operate  in  a  manner  similar  to  traditional 
weather  maps  of  the  earth's  atmosphere.

AND  ELSEWHERE  IN  SPACE  —  A  vital  national  weather  forecasting  system  will  be 
completed  when  a  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  (NOAA)  satellite 
joins  its  twin  in  space  this  summer.  The  "NOAA-A"  spacecraft  is  scheduled  to  join 
"TIROS-N,"  an  identical  satellite  launched  in  October  1978,  doubling  the  amount  of 
data  presently  available  from  the  "TIROS-N"  system.  The  highly  accurate 
meteorological  information  provided  by  "NOAA-A"  ("NOAA-6"  once  it  is  operational) 
and  by  "TIROS-N"  will  be  the  basis  for  most  of  the  worldwide  weather  forecasting 
made  by  the  National  Weather  Service.

U.S.  "HIGH  TECHNOLOGY"  PRODUCTS  SHOW  GOOD  TRADE  BALANCE  IN  1978  - 
Trade  figures  for  last  year  indicate  that  the  U.S.  achieved  a  favorable  balance  of  trade 
(well  over  $850  million)  in  the  area  of  electronics-based  products.  Statistics  for  1978 
show  that  American  exports  in  this  field  were  valued  at  $11.5  billion,  while  imports  for 
the  same  period  amounted  to  only  $10.6  billion.  Computers  and  related  equipment 
were  the  largest  group  of  exports  (37  percent),  followed  closely  by  electronic 
components  (26  percent).  The  most  popular  imports  seem  to  have  been  consumer 
electronic  products  which  made  up  47  percent  of  U.S.  purchases.

1978  SEAFOOD  CATCH  TOPS  PREVIOUS  RECORD  —  The  U.S.  commercial  fishing 
industry  landed  6  billion  lb  (2.7  billion  kg)  of  seafood  in  1978  breaking  the  previous 
record  of  5.4  billion  lb  (2.4  billion  kg)  in  1976.  The  value  of  last  year's  catch  is 
estimated  at  $1.9  billion,  well  above  the  former  record  of  $1.5  billion  established  in 
1977.  Varieties  caught  in  the  greatest  numbers  were  (in  order  of  importance) 
menhaden,  crabs,  shrimp,  tuna,  and  salmon.  The  most  valuable  to  the  industry  (again, 
in  order  of  importance)  were  shrimp,  crabs,  salmon,  and  tuna.  Processors  of  fish 
portions  produced  a  record  386  million  lb  (174  million  kg),  while  canned  products  for 
human  consumption  approached  a  new  high  of  1.1  billion  lb  (500  million  kg).

ON  THE  GO;  FOREIGN  TRADE  RISES  FOR  BIKES,  MOPEDS  -  The  value  of  U.S. 
foreign  trade  in  motorcycles,  modpeds,  and  bicycles  rose  from  $937  million  in  1977  to 
$1.25  billion  in  1978  —  an  increase  of  33  percent  —  according  to  latest  statistics. 
Though  both  exports  and  imports  showed  significant  increases,  the  U.S.  trade  deficit 
climbed  34  percent  to  $1.15  billion.  The  volume  of  moped  imports  rose  strikingly  by  85 
percent  during  the  year.  Motorcycle  and  bicycle  products  rose  only  slightly,  however, 
with  Japan  remaining  the  largest  single  supplier.

FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  MUSICAL  INSTRUMENTS  ALSO  ON  THE  RISK  —  U.S.  foreign 
trade  in  musical  instruments  was  estimated  at  $372  million  in  1978,  some  33  percent 
higher  than  the  previous  year.  Imports,  valued  at  $200  million,  were  up  34  percent, 
while  exports  rose  31  percent  to  $171  million.  U.S.  exports  seem  most  active  in  the 
area  of  electronic  organs  (more  than  $55  million  in  1978)  and  other  electronic  musical 
instruments  (which  increased  by  430  percent  from  1977  to  1978).  Guitars  were  the 
largest  import  items  in  1978,  accounting  for  nearly  $30  million  in  product  value.  The 
U.S.  deficit  in  this  field  increased  53  percent,  figures  show,  to  almost  $29  million.

NPIS  is  a  free  export  promotion  service  especially  designed  to  help  manufacturers  (a) 
publicize  the  availability  of  new  American  products  in  foreign  markets  and  (b)  test 
overseas  market  interest  in  these  specific  products. 

Through  listings  in  Commercial  News  USA,  this  information  is  sent  to  some  240  U.S. 
Foreign  Service  Posts,  receiving  worldwide  exposure  to  end-users,  agents,  and  other 
interested  business  prospects.  These  trade  contacts  result  in  the  American  companv 
exploring  foreign  buyer  interest  and  frequently  making  sales,  as  well  as  establishing 
overseas  agents.

WHERE  DOES  NEW  PRODUCT  INFORMATION  ORIGINATE? 

•  Approximately  75  percent  of  the  NPIS  applications  come  from  Commerce 
District  Offices  (located  in  major  cities  throughout  the  U.S.)  as  a  result  of 
export  counseling  sessions  between  Commerce  representatives  and  U.S. 
companies. 

•  The  remaining  25  percent  arrive  directlv  from  U.S.  firms  as  a  result  of  other 
Commerce  or  trade  association  referrals. 
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HOW  DOES  A  U.S.  FIRM  APPLY  FOR  THIS  SERVICE? 

•  Complete  an  NPIS  Application  form  (ITA-4063P) 

•  Submit  two  (2)  photographs  of  the  new  product 

•  Submit      descriptive      literature,      press      releases,      and      —upon      request- 
documentation  to  support  certain  product  claims 

•  Agree  to  answer  all  overseas  inquiries  resulting  from   exposure   through  this 
program 

As  you  can  see,  the  Department  of  Commerce  tries  to  assure  that  each  product  listed 
in  the  "New  Products  USA"  section  of  Commercial  News  USA  is  really  new,  both  to 
U.S.  and  foreign  markets,  and  that  the  participating  firm  will  respond  to  foreign 
inquiries  because  it  is  actively  interested  in  exporting  the  product. 


HOW  CAN  POSTS  MAKE  NPIS  EVEN  MORE  EFFECTIVE? 

•  Publish  as  many  new  products  in  each  issue  of  the  Post's  Commercial 
Newsletter  as  possible 

•  If  the  Post  does  not  publish  a  newsletter,  disseminate  new  product  information 
to  the  local  business  community  through  other  available  means  (i.e.  trade 
journals,  newspapers,  and  other  distribution  channels  such  as  banks,  importers, 
etc.)

'In  the  early  days,"  Mr.  Washington  says

from  Europe.  We  sold  them  cotton  and 
tobacco,  and  bought  machinery  so  we 
could  manufacture  more  and  more  things 
to  sell  back  to  them  for  still  more  goods. 

"Yes,  we  were  born  as  a  trading  nation, 
we  grew  as  a  trading  nation,  and  we 
became  strong  as  a  trading  nation. 

"Well,  things  have  changed,  and  we 
should  have  changed  with  them.  But  we 
didn't.  Before  we  knew  it  we  were 
buying  more  and  more  abroad,  forgetting 
that  when  we  buy  goods  from  other 
countries,  we  have  to  pay  for  them  with 
our  own  goods  and  services.  We  forgot 
this  important  point  —  the  value  of  the 
dollar  comes  from  what  we  make  and  sell. 

"We  need  to  become  aggressive  world 
traders  again.  We  need  to  relearn  how 
important  it  is  to  sell  American  goods 
abroad." 


The  secret  of  the  "Talking  Dollar"  is  actually  a  three-minute  movie  with  actor  Maurice 
Copeland  playing  the  part  of  President  Washington.  When  visitors  to  the  Commerce 
Department  press  a  button  on  the  exhibit,  Mr.  Copeland  appears  at  the  center  of  the 
giant  dollar  bill  just  as  Washington's  portrait  appears  on  a  one  dollar  bill.  The 
presentation  is  so  simple  and  clear  that  even  children  can  understand  the  vital  message 
which  the  "Talking  Dollar"  has  to  give. 

More  than  just  a  symbol  of  America's  heritage,  the  exhibit  is  a  reminder  of  the 
responsibility  of  all  U.S.  citizens  to  support  the  international  trade  that  has  made  their 
country  so  prosperous  in  the  past. 
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
